The new emergency power plant of 
the Missouri 
U tilities 
Company

than three weeks, the unit

connected with the high power lines 
th a t furnish Sikeston with light and 
power and by a simple 
turn 
of 
a 
crank, the huge four cylinder Diesel 
engine will be thrown into motion. 
An addition to the ice plant has 
been built to house 
the 
equipment 
and the engine is now being placed in 
its new home. 
The engine is a pow­ 
erful Fairbanks-M orse 
and 
it 
can 
generate enough 
power 
to 
furnish 
Sikeston’s normal need. 
Bad w eather has been quite a hin- 
dance to the work and due to the con­ 
dition of the soil, it has been impossi­ 
ble to dig the pit for the oil storage 
tank. 
However, as soon as the tank 
settles, and the switch 
cam be 
con­ 
nected, the other work can be 
com­ 
pleted. 
The new plant will help to reduce 
the trouble caused by breaks in 
the 
high power line, 
thereby 
rendering 
m ore efficient service to the public.

HOOVER COMING BACK, 
PREPARED FOR ACTION 


W ashington, June 21.—Before leav­ 
ing here tomorrow for the flooded te r­ 
ritory, with Little Rock, Ark., as his 
first point of destination, for the pur­ 
pose of resum ing his relief work, Sec­ 
retory of Commerce H erbert Hoover 
today discussed plans for a system a­ 
tic health program in 
the 
flooded 
states of the Mississippi River Valley 
to continue 18 months and to be 
di­ 
rected especially against m alaria and 
typhoid. 
It 
is 
proposed that 
this 
health program shall be conducted by 
state health officials under the lead­ 
ership of the United 
States 
Public 
Health Service and financed by con­ 
tributions of private agencies co-oper­ 
ating with the health service and the 
state and county authorities. 
The sum of $500,000 is 
available 
immediately 
from the 
Red Cross 
Mississippi flood fund for the health 
promotion cam paign and the cost of 
the campaign is estim ated 
at $100,- 
000 to be provided by the various pri­ 
vate agencies outside the Red Cross. 
The entire plan takes effect at once. 
A clean-up cam paign is to be 
in­ 
stituted in each county, supported by 
the Red Cross, extending 
over 
30 
days a fte r the flood recedes, in 
co­ 
operation 
with 
state 
and 
county 
health officers. 
This is to be follow­ 
ed by the program to last 18 months. 
Secretary 
Hoover 
said 
vigorous 
health campaigns have been conduct­ 
ed by the 
southern states for 
many 
years, and m alaria has been elim inat­ 
ed by degrees as a result of these. An 
afterm ath of the receding water from 
the flood, Mr. Hoover added, has been 
num ber 
of 
sporadic 
outbreaks, 
which it is proposed to get under con­ 
trol at once. 
Actual damage to crops, livestock, 
roadways and buildings was placed at 
a minimum figure of $200,000,000 to­ 
day by Mr. Hoover. 
The Commerce 
Secretary said th at if 
many 
other 
tangible and intangible losses as re­ 
sult of the flood were added to this 
total, “you could run it up to 
any­ 
thing you w ant”. He said the flood in 
the Mississippi Valley woull have re ­ 
latively little effect 
upon 
national 
prosperity, 
although anything th at 
reduces the purchasing power of 
a 
large group of people necessarily has 
some effect upon the business stru c­ 
ture of the nation. 
He would make 
no estim ate of the possible effects of 
deforestation on the upper stretches 
of the Mississippi and its tributaries 
as contributing factors to the 
flood.

HOOVER HAS BEEN FIGURING 


The w aters from 
31 
states 
are 
poured into the Mississippi River. In 
the spring of -this year the 31 states 
contributed 
an 
oversupply. 
The 
world knows what happened in 
the 
lower valley. 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover has 
been on the job in the flooded districts 
for several weeks. 
The secretary is 
noted for his powers of observation. 
He has been doing some figuring. Mr. 
Hoover is also pretty good in figures. 
Y esterday he made public his esti­ 
mate of the flood damage. 
He places 
it at $400,000.000. 
That is a stupen­ 
dous sum, but H erbert Hoover isn’t 
given to exaggeration. 
Suppose the governm ent should ap­ 
propriate $400,000,000, or even half 
that am ount, to prevent future dis­ 
asters of the kind just suffered? It 
would put the cost of prevention up­ 
on the nation, where it properly be­ 
longs, instead of subjecting the peo­ 
ple of a limited area to a staggering 
loss from time 
to time 
because 
of 
something that is a national problem. 
We do not attem pt to fixe the cost 
>f providing adequate protection 
for 
the four or five states subject to the 
flood w aters of more than 
half 
the 
tates in the Union. The government 
ngineers will do that. 
We mention 
the sum of $404),000,000, because that 
is the loss to the few states that bear 
>hv brunt of the floods. 
By the time 
Congress 
convenes, 
probably the m ajority of those living 
outside the flood districts will have 
forgoten all about 
the 
flood. 
But 
those living in the inundated 
areas 
will not forget.

A nation of dusky herdsmen 
now, 
trailing scraw ny cows, sheeps, 
and 
goats over volcanic plain and hill— 
yes, but a nation ruled by a queen de­ 
scendant from the queen of Sheba and 
King Solomon; a nation that 
paid 
homage to C hrist w'hile pagan em per­ 
ors ruled Rome. 
Travelers in the tw elfth and th ir­ 
teenth centuries returned to Europe 
and told strange stories of a moun­ 
tain kingdom ruled by Prestcr John, 
Idle dream s, thought many. 
But when European knowledge em ­ 
braced the tablelands in northw estern 
Africa they found Abyssinia.

queen. 
She lives a retired life, leav­ 
ing the rule to her nephew, Ras Taf- 
firi. 
Nor does her energy compare 
to 
her more immediate ancestors, 
the 
Empress T aitu 
and 
the 
Em peror 
Menelik. 
T aitu was born of humble 
parents. She and her husband became 
involved in a plot against 
the king 
and as punishment she was given as 
a slave to a common soldier. 
But Taitu was a dusky vamp. Her 
m aster died, and she found herself 
the slave of a petty officer. 
He 
in 
turn died, and for that m atter, so did 
seven succeeding m asters. 
W ith each 
death Taitu became the property of a 
more notable lord, until she came to 
the eye of Menelik, heir to the throne 
He offered m arriage, and in due time 
she became em press. 
She held sway 
from 1889 until 1910 
when Menelik 
was forced to name a successor. 
He selected Lig Yassu, a boy of 12 
named for Jesus. 
Yassu was the son 
of Menelik's second daughter by 
his 
rst wife. 
Taitu was annoyed at 
the 
forced election, and she 
encouraged 
Zauditu to plot for the throne. 
Zau­ 
ditu was the first daughter of Mene 
lik’s first wife, and was in the eyes of 
the populace, even more entitled

Francis and Black Rivers in any flood 
control program is going to be placed 
before national organizations and the 
congress. 
Such a purpose is the ob­ 
ject of the big m ass meeting to 
be 
held at K ennett Friday, June 24. 
Leaders from all over the drain­ 
age area of Southeast Missouri are to 
be present and the whole problem of 
drainage in Southeast Missouri and 
reclam ation from flood will be under 
consideration. 
Several im portant m eetings 
have 
been held in Southeast Missouri and 
through the Mississippi Valley hav­ 
ing to do with placing before the na­ 
tional congress the necessity for mak­ 
ing flood control a federal problem. 
Im pressing the congress with this 
neeeessity is no small 
undertaking 
and prepatory to such an effort, meet­ 
ings such as th a t a t Kennett Ls go­ 
ing to be necessary. 
The first definite move toward 
a 
revolutionary 
change 
in 
handling 
flood control and drainage came 
in 
the form of the creation of the Black 
and St. Francis River Commission by

Control Com Borer 
by Cultural Method 


Pest Does Damaging Work 
While in Larval Stage. 


(Pi*p«rMl 
by 
the Unite* 
St»tM 
Depart­ 
m ent ef ¿¿rioultur«.) 
The European corn borer does it« 
damaging work while in the larval 
stage. It passes the greater part of 
its larval and also pupal existence 
within the stalk or other parts of the 
host plant, usually corn, bat in some 
parts of the country in a variety of 
other plants, and weeds. For this 
reason there Is but Uttle chance of 
controlling this pest by Insecticides, 
and it Is evident to entomologists of 
the United Statee Department of Ag­ 
riculture who have worked on the 
problem that the major control efforts 
should be directed toward cultural 
practices which will lead to the utili­ 
sation or the destruction of Infested 
planta Measures recommended are: 
Feeding to live stock, burning, or 
plowing under; selection of varieties 
of corn least susceptible to severe in­ 
jury, and regulating the time of plant­ 
ing to escape serious infestation and 
yet produce satisfactory yields. 
Control measures used must take in­ 
to consideration the fact that In the 
New England infested area two gen­ 
erations occur annually and the In­ 
sects attack many plants In addition to 
corn, while In the western areas, in­ 
cluding New York and the region 
around the 
Great Lakes, the corn 
borer is single brooded and confined 
principally to corn. In New England, 
therefore, it Is necessary to utilize or 
destroy all plants or crop residues 
which are listed as hosts of the corn 
aorer, 
especially 
large - stemmed 
trasses and many roadside weeds. In 
the sections where corn is ehefly at­ 
tacked, low cutting, shredding, deep 
plowing, and burning of stubble and 
italks are recommended measures.

Sanitation Is Big Help 
to Reduce Fowl Cholera 
Fowl cholera Is one of the greatest 
menaces to poultry flocks, declared 
Dr. J. W. Lumb, extension veterina­ 
rian of the Kansas State Agricultural 
college In a recent radio address. 
It 
affSots chickens, turkeys and ducks 
with equally fatal results. 
It Is most 
prevalent in late summer, fall and 
early spring and la due largely to 
changes of housing conditions and 
methods 
of feeding and 
handling 
which tend to lower the resistance of 
the fowls. 
Fowl 
cholera 
closely 
resembles 
fowl typhoid. In fact the resemblance 
la bo eloae that to most persons the 
diseases appear to be Identical. Even 
trained workers are often compelled 
to make microscopic examinations be­ 
fore definitely diagnosing the disease. 
Ordinary symptoms are ruffling of the 
feathers, loss of appetite, drooping of 
the wings and tall, a staggering gait, 
and diarrhea. 
The organism which causes fowl 
cholera Is microscopic In sloe, is rod 
shaped, and known as pasteurells 
avium. 
It multiplies very rapidly In 
the blood, causing blood poison. 
Sanitary measures greatly reduce 
the number of cases of cholera, ac­ 
cording to Doctor Lumb. Regular ra­ 
tions, good ventilation, even tempera­ 
ture, pore water, large houses and 
large runs are also conditions which 
help ward off the disease. 


Rape Is Best Substitute 
Pasture for Hog Family 
Rape Is one of the beat substitute 
pasture crops for hogs. It should be 
sown as early In the spring as the 
seedbed oan be well prepared. If 
•own In rows, from two to four pounds 
of seed per acre la sufficient ; If drilled 
In solid, from four to six pounds 
should be used. The Dwarf Essex va­ 
riety Is to be preferred. If possible, 
divide the field Into two parts and 
pasture alternately. 
In securing a seeding of alfalfa only 
hardy northern grown seed should be 
used. The Grimm, Cossack, and On­ 
tario Variegated strains are exceed­ 
ingly well adapted to Michigan con­ 
ditions. The seedbed should be well 
firmed and the soil should not be acid. 
The land should be well drained. 


Ample Supply of Green 
Peas Is Always Delight 
An ample supply of green peas, 
•ugary with their own natural sweet­ 
ness and not requiring any additions 
from the family sugar bowl, are the 
pride and ambition of every garden­ 
er^ heart. 
Peas from a single plant­ 
ing are In bearing for only a abort 
time. The dwarf varieties most com­ 
monly grown In ths home garden yield 
for about ten days while the bush 
peas, those which require brush or 
wire supports and grow from three to 
four feet tall*, remain In good bearing 
from two to three weeks. 
It is real 
economy to plant the tall peas for 
quantity. 
A succession of plantings 
moat be made to have a crop over any 
long continued period. 


Useful Manure Floor 
The use of the manure floor or stor­ 
age shed, with an occasional use of the J 
manure spreader Is a step that goes I 
hand in hand with good dairy farm­ 
ing. Planning the rotation so that | 
manure may be supplied to the fields 
at regular Intervals as it Is needed 
insures a uniform, steady crop pro- ! 
ductlon that Is a necessary part of 
well-organized farm operation. Neg­ 
lecting the fields that are back from 
bars is a poor practice, rapidly 
disappearing.

Throe ways of improving ths dairy 
lerd—better feeding, rigid culling, and 
Intelligent breeding—were emphasised 
Mr J. O. McDowell, dalrr husbandman 
n the United States Department of 
igrlculture, In a talk at the recent 
farmers’ week at Orono, Maine. 
Ways of Improving. 
“Better feeding of the cows wa now 
Itave,” he said, “lncrsases average pro- 
inctlon, Increases total production, 
tnd usually increases net profits. Rigid 
lulling out of low producers lncrsases 
average production, decreases total 
production, and nearly always in- 
ireases net profits. The use of better 
Jalry sires eventually Increases aver- 
age production, Increases total produc­ 
tion and, I believe I may safety saf, 
with proper management always in­ 
creases net profits. 
“All dairy herd Improvement due to 
better. breeding tends to Increase 
profits to ths producer and to de­ 
crease costs to the consumer. It is 
one of the ways by which the world 
may become richer without decreasing 
the 
prosperity 
of any 
individual, 
therefore, as I see it, the breeders of 
food pure-bred dairy cattle are among 
the world’s greatest benefactors. 
“It Is a common practice to select 
dairy bulls on their appearance and 
their pedigree. The day Is coming 
when dairy bulls will be selected on 
appearance, pedigree, (tnd progeny. 
The production records of a large 
Qumber of daughters of a dairy bull 
when compared with the production 
records of their dame determine the 
breeding value of the bull as certainly 
as the records show ths producing 
ability of the cows themselves. 
Record of Dam. 
“If s sire has a high producing dam 
he may transmit high production to 
his daughters, but if he has already 
transmitted high production to every 
one of his first five or ten daughters it 
Is s practical certainty, not that he 
may, hut that he will transmit high 
production of an average to all his off­ 
spring. The record of the dam of any 
dairy sire Is a promise, but the record 
of a large number of high-producing 
daughters la the fulfillment of that 
promise.“

Places to Save Trouble 
Eliminating the breeding places for 
filet* Is one of the best means of lei 
enlng the troubles which this post 
will cause the stockman later in the 
season. To prevent files from breed­ 
ing we should turn onr attention to 
their breeding places which are m& 
nure piles, outhouses, garbage cans 
and any other places where fifth Is 
allowed 
to 
accumulate. Outhouses 
should be properly protected, garbage 
cans and slop palls covered. 
Hauling manure to the fields as It 
accumulates will not only save s lot 
of fertility that‘would otherwise be 
tost, but it will also provent the ma­ 
nure piles from becoming breeding 
places for HIM. If it Is Impossible 
to haul the manure direct to the fields 
It is possible to treat It and kill most 
of the maggots and prevent many ef 
the eggs from hatching.

But when European knowledge em­ 
braced the tablelands in northwestern 
Africa they found Abyssinia. Abyssi­

Prester 
John was undoubtedly “ Priest John”, 
an emperor turned cleric or a priest­ 
ly vizier.

Zauditu—today 
one of the two queens in the world— 
regards the queen of Sheba and King 
Solomon as relatives, 
however 
dis­ 
tant. 
The Bible relates the queen’s visit 
to the king, although it does not re­ 
cord a m arriage with the often wed 
king. 
Abyssinian tradition tells 
of 
their children. 
Zauditu, however, has one 
of 
the 
force 
and 
energy 
of the 
Biblical 
queen. 
She lives a retired life, leav­ 
ing the rule to her nephew, Ras Taf 
firi. 
Nor does her energy compare 
to 
her more immediate ancestors, 
the 
Empress Taitu 
and 
the 
Emperor 
Menelik. 
Taitu was born of humble 
parents. She an«l her husband became 
involved in a plot against 
the king, 
and as punishment she was given as 
a slave to a common soldier. 
But Taitu was a dusky vamp. Her 
master cfied, and she found herself 
the slave of a p«*tty officer. 
He 
in 
turn died, and for that matter, so did 
seven succeeding masters. 
With each 
death Taitu became the property of a 
more notable lord, until she came to 
the eye of Menelik, heir to the throne. 
He offered marriage, and in due time 
she became em|¿ress. 
She held sway 
from 1889 until 1910 
when Menelik 
was forced to name a successor. 
He selected Lig Yassu, a boy of 12, 
named for Jesus. 
Yassu was the son 
of Menelik’s st'cond daughter by 
his 
rst wife. 
Taitu was annoyed at

Zauditu to plot for the throne.

ditu was the first daughter of M«*ne-

Sanitation Is Big Help 
to Reduce Fowl Cholera 
Fowl cholera la one of the graateat 
menace* to poultry flocka, declared 
Dr. J. W. Lurub, extension veterlna 
rtan of the Kansas State Agricultural 
college In a recent radio addresa. 
It 
affecta chickens, turkeys and ducka 
with equally fatal results. 
It la moat 
prevalent In late auminer, fall and 
early spring and la due largely to 
changes of housing conditions and 
methods 
of 
feeding 
and 
handling 
which tend to lower the resistance of 
the fowls. 
Fowl 
cholera 
closely 
resembles 
fowl typhoid. 
In fact the resemblance 
la so close that to most persons the 
diseases appear to be Identical. Even 
trained workers are often compelled 
to make microscopic examinations be­ 
fore definitely diagnosing the disease 
Ordinary symptoms are ruffling of the 
featheri, loss of appetite, drooping of 
the wings and tall, a staggering gait, 
and diarrhea. 
The organism which causes fowl 
cholera Is microscopic in slae, Is rod 
shaped, 
and 
known 
as 
pasteurells 
avium. 
It multiplies very rapidly In 
the blood, causing blood poison. 
Sanitary measures greatly reduce 
the number of cases of cholera, ac 
cording to Doctor Lumb. 
Regular ra 
ttons, good ventilation, even tempera 
ture, pure water, large houses and 
large runs are also conditions which 
help ward off the disease. 


Rape Is Best Substitute 
Pasture for Hog Family 
Rape la one of the beat substitute 
pasture crops for hogs. 
It should be 
sown as early In the spring as the 
seedbed 
can 
be well prepared, 
town In rows, from twe to four pounds 
of seed per acre la sufficient; If drilled 
In solid, from four to six pounds 
should be used. 
The Dfcvarf Essex va 
rlety la to be preferred.

In securing a seeding of alfalfa only 
hardy northern grown seed should be 
used.

Places to Save Trouble

their breeding places which ere ma­ 
nure piles, outhouses, garbage cane 
and any other places where fifth la

Find Cocklebur Sprouts 
Poisonous to Animals 
A warning has recently been Issued 
by A. A. Hansen, weed expert of Pur­ 
due university, to the effect 
thet 
cocklebur sprouts are poisonous to 
sheep, young cattle, and particularly 
to hogs. 
On a farm near GonnersvtUe 
80 hogs died within a few hours from 
this cause. 
Farmers are advised to 
keep animate off of cocklebur-infeeted 
land until the sprouts are at least four 
Inches high, since they seem to lose 
their toxic properties after they reach 
thla else. 
Symptoms of this poison­ 
ing are depression, nausea and vom­ 
iting. 
Rich cream seems to counter­ 
act the effect of the polaon, If given 
during the early stages of the trouble.
